A huge black beast which roams 


the countryside north of Sublette 
and 
southeast 
of Aniboy 
has 


frightened farmers to the point 
that some are afraid to go to their 
barns at early morning hours to 
do the customary chores. Several 
have seen the animal and are able 
to give a good description of it and 
the entire countryside is united in 
the hope that it may very soon be 
destroyed or captured. 


Sgt. George Ives of the state 


highway police force and Stoddard 
Danekas, deputy state conserva- 
tion inspector, Rave entered the in- 
vestigation into the reported pres- 
ence of the beast, which has been 
described as a black panther. Sgt. 
Ives yesterday questioned several 
farmers 
living- in 
the locality 


where the animal had been report- 
ed as having- been seen and later 
stated that he was satisfied that 
some unusually large animal was 
on the loose in the section. 


Leonard, Leffelman, 
who lives 


about six miles south and east of 
Amboy. stated that the beast ran 
directly into the side of his car on 


. the night of Nov. 29 as he was re- 


turning home from Aniboy with 
his wife. 


Describes Beast 


"The animal, jet black in color, 


about five feet in length with a 
long black tail, was running across 
the road and ran into the front 
of my car. I got a good look at 
it and it looked more like a black 
panther or a member of the cat 
family than anything I can de- 
•cribe," Leffelman told Sgt. Ives. 


Asked if he stopped his car to 


investigate, Leffelman replied that 
he was too frightened at the size 
of the animal, adding that the 
force with which it crashed into 
the front of the car, jarred the 
machine. He described the beast 
as standing about three feet high. 


That the beast has been v habit- 


ing 
a 
section 
of woode 
and 


swampy land along Gre«i river 
and east of Binghampton,,-was de- 
ducted from other reports gath- 
ered in the investigation yester- 
day afternoon.

was reported to have seen the

during mid-summer. At the time 
the beast showed no indication of 
fear, but looked at the farmer and 
continued on its way. 


Many Stories Given 


Mrs. Clara Walker, teacher at 


the Binghampton school, stated 
that she had heard several stories 
concerning the mysterious animal 
and had taken the precaution to 
take some of the smaller children 
in her school to their homes in her 
automobile, fearing for their safe- 
ty on country roads. 
Parents of 


the children are also taking the 
precaution of taking children to 
and from the school by automobile, 
since the reports of the animal 
have gained wide circulation. 


Raymond Eccles told Sgt. Ives 


of having seen the animal on the 
night of Dec. 3rd while he and 
other coon hunters were using 
dogs along Green river ditch east 
of Binghampton. According to Ec- 
cles the dogs started the myste- 
rious animal on a run and chased 
it to the bridge which spans Green 
river at Binghampton. The animal

The president made public at his 


news conference an executive or- 
der under which he named Maj. 
Gen. Philip B. Fleming as head of 
a new Office of Temporary Con- 
trols, which will carry on remain- 
ing functions of OP A, OWMR, the 
Civilian 
Production 
Administra- 


tion, and the Office of Economic 
Stabilization. 


Steelman, the new assistant to 


the president, has been Reconver- 
sion director and Economic Stabil- 
izer. 


Truman at the same time named 


Raymond M. Foley as Housing Ad- 
ministrator and Frank R. Creedon 
as Housing Expediter, the two 
posts recently relinquished by Wil- 
son Wyatt after a controversy 
with the RFC over loans for pre- 
fabricated housing. 


In an executive order the presi- 


dent abolished the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion board as of February 24, and" 
the Economic Stabilization Board 
immediately. 


To Keep Rent Controls 


The chief executive made it clear 


that he has no intention of aban- 
doning rent controls. 


In response to reporters' que_- 


tions as to whether an immediate 
increase in rent ceilings was in 
prospect, Truman said that he had 
no plans to order such an increase.

mining of coal

lapidly in recent years, until today 
17 percent of the nation's normal 
2.000,000 tons a day is mined that 
way. That is 340,000 tons. 


If it comes to the pinch, we mav 


find that the army engineers who 
scooped out the Panama Canal 
with its Citlebra cut, thirty years 
ago. who later built T.V.A., and 
who in this recent war built jail- 
roads, air fields, highways, docks, 
etc , all over the world, can also 
scoop coal fiom the giound and 
dump it in railroad cars 


Some of these modern scoop 


shovels have jaxss so huge that 
they can pick up a railroad car as 
a squirrel does a nut. Under 
emergency conditions the percent 
of strip-mined coal might be step- 
ped up much higher than the '17 
pet cent now taken by that method. 
Then we have another 13 percent 
mined by the Progiessive Mine 
Workers of America, a union that! 
has refused to make John Lewis 
their overlord, and has been min- 
ing coal for us while Lewis glared 
at the judge.

So the nation is not entnely 


helpless, even though underground 
coal mining is something you can't 
ask inexperienced men to do. If 
John Le\vis lives long enough, and 
if \ve live long enough, we may 
gradually work ourselves out of 
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Ms stranglehold. The fact is tha 
Lewis is pricing his men out o 
jobs.
